Tne speakers from the House, 
after the session is thrown open to 
general discussion, will each have 
five minutes to support their side 
of the motion.

Around the Globe 



John Lyman's, Canadian artist to 
members of the Women's Union yes- 
terday afternoon on the Contem 
porarj' Art Exhibit, which is being 
5hc-.v.-. at the Art Gallery from No 
vcTifaer 22 to December 15. 

Mr. Lyman began by outlining 
the factors which gave rise to mo- 
dern art. Modern Art, he stated, is 
a reaction from the academic art 
of the Victorian era, which attempt- 
ed to reproduce nature. This school 
met with little real success as it 
tried to do the impossible. There 
is such a multiplicity of things in 
any aspect of nature, that all can 
not be recorded. The points that 
the sensc-s do record arc a result 
of inherent habits of the mind and 
differ with the individual. As an 
example, Mr. Lyman referred to the 
ar.cient Greeks, who apparently did 
not see as many colours as we do 
today. 

When the camera was invented, 
artists realized that they should 
leave to the camera the work of 
reproduction, which it could do far 
better than they, therefore they be 
gan to paint subjectively he said. 
In subjective painting, tiie lecturer 
explained, the artiit does not at- 
ten-.pt to reproduce proportionate 
likenesses, but stresses those fea- 
tures of his subject which to him 
are significant and expressive of 
the whole; thus the painter draws 
what he feeds rather than what he 
sees.

Today more than at any previous 
period in our history, the church 
and the university are faced with 
the task of creating leadership for 
the quality of world that is to fol- 
low the victory after the present 
war.

Lanritt Melehlor In Rrrltal 

Monday evening at Ihe Plateau Auditorium 
the famed Wagnerian tenor o( heroic voice and 
ftsture, Lauritï Melchior. Rave a rceilal wliich 
fonlaincv'i little of thr iiuuii" whidi l\sj lii-ouRlit 
him deserved aoolaini. The greater portion of 
the printed program rrvc large prominence in- 
stead to the songs of Scandinavia. 

Lauritï Melchior is himself a Dane. For 
that reason, rather than for reason.' of politi- 
cally soothing an aiidioncc at war with Na?.! 
Germany do we believe he modified his usual 
forte. 

While through hy.Meria in America during 
the last war. Sauerkraut became Liberty Cab- 
bage and Wagner was banned in noi.sy vul- 
garity, the audience on Monday sliowod no 
symptoms of Iheso trait.< w!iatp\-er. Instead, 
the announcement of several Schubert onrorcs 
with the interpolation by Melchior ihat "Tlicsc 
have nothing to do with Adolf Hitler" proved 
owreautious and unnecessary. And the great- 
est thunder of applAuse grcctcrf the final two 
.«élection.* of the arias: " LohenKrin's N'.Tnation". 
and Siegmund's Love Song from "Die Walk- 
uere." In these two Melchior was dramatically 
superb. 

In a set of Scandinavian songs of epic scope, 
the heroic rhetoric of Melchior's voice proved 
brilliant and magnificently effective. Particu- 
larly mer.torious wore the Finni.'h "Holl dig 
Lif" of Merikanto and "Stille mit Hjerto" by 
Hannikaincn. 

Less well done were a set of English songs- 
"Christ Went up the Hill" by Richard Hage- 
mann might have sounded better if sung from 
memory. In the English set of delicate ro- 
mantic themes. Melchior's Wapncrian operatic 
bluffness jarred the mood somewhat. 

Among the encores "'Ich Liebe, Dich" of 
Grieg and "Ein Atlas" of Schubert, were old 
"war horses" but unfaded in brilliance. 

Accompanist Ignace Strasfogel gave two 
programmed works and one eager encore. 
Brahms' Rhapsody in E flat major lacked blood 
and good taste and the "Aufschwung" of Schu- 
mann was pedantically fair but uninspired. 
While accompanying for "Lohengrin's Narra- 
tion" the contrast between heroic wice and 
feeble accompaniment grew dreamy and un- 
comfortable.

In the List few day.-!, thrpp letter."! 
li.ivp appeared in the "Daily", de- 
fending a .student who refused to 
lake in mililnry training. This per- 
son refused to prepsire himself to 
help defend his country, in case of 
need, because he "v/as convinced 
thnt all w,ir and wanton destruc- 
tion of fellow human boing.^ is to 
be abhorred". We all know that 
war is to be abhorred. We all know 
that it is plain damn foolishness to 
destroy our noblest works of art, 
and our great cities, which have 
taken centuries to build. But there 
are very few of us, I sincerely hope, 
who would not wage war rather 
than see our country engulfed in 
such a tide of rottenness as is now 
spreading out from the center of 
Europe. 

Then why defend this "conscien- 
tious objector"; thi.s person who is 
willing to stand idly by and let the 
rest of us boar his share of the bur- 
den? Is it not obvious that his 
"conscientious objections" are in 
the form of the well-known yellow 
streak? For what other reason 
would a man refuse to prepare him- 
self to do his part in this war, which 
we»aU know is justified and neces- 
sary? There can be no innocent 
bystanders when we are at war! 
If a man is not with us. he is 
against us, and belongs in a con- 
centration camp with the rest of 
his kind.

great work for man, 

Walter Epley spoke on the very 
controversial topic, "Euthanasia' 
(mercy killing). He reviewed the 
work of Dr. Millard in England, 
who formed a society for the legal- 
ization of euthanasia, 

T^e queation of social demoral 
izatlon was discussed, siting the 
instance in England when a father 
was pardoned for the merciful kill- 
ing of his diseased daughter. This 
incident was immediately followed 
by three mercy killings in the next 
two weeks, and three more In the 
following month but strangely, in 
all six cases the killers committed 
suicide (probably to avoid legal 
envolvement), 

Epley told of the Scots who em- 
ploy a "Holy Stone" kept by the 
parson of the local parish. When 
a person was ailing and wished to 
die he would send his agent for 
the "Ifoiy Stone." On the exact 
use of the stone, Epley said, his- 
tory is vague, usually slating that 
"As the stone was repeatedly laid 
on the subject's head, he would 
say 'God be blessed,' and then he 
passed on." 

One doctor who was opposed In 
euthanasia combatted it by lending 
his false support, saying "Refer Ihc 
ease to a board of twelve doctors 
and by the time they agree, the 
liaiieiit will be dead 

Epley's paper was followed by a 
brief discussion in which the 
members of the society expressed 
their points of view. Present' at the 
meeting wore Honorary members. 
Dr. Tidmarsli, Or, Wright, Dr, Kerr 
and Dr, Putnam.
